WASHINGTON. Nov. 23.—The Mexi- 


can situation became more complex 
today as the suite department began 


; investigation of the 
latest, 
outrage 


'against an American citizen and con- 
tinued its consideration of the Mexi- 
can government's refusal to meet the 
demands of the United Slates for the 
immediate release? of William O. Jen- 
kins, American consular agent. 


Scant reports received here indicate 


: that James Wallace, tho latest Amer- 
ican to be murdered by a Mexican 
was tho victim of an unwarranted at- 
tack and tho state department 
will 


press for reparation and tho punish- 
ment of the Carranzista. soldier who 
is alleged to have killed Wallace in an 
outburst of rage because tho mule on 
which the American was riding kicked 
over a machine gun. 


The fact that the murderer has not 


: been taken into custody is not very 
pleasing to officials here, for they de- 
clare it indicates a disposition upon 
which the Carranza government 
has 


lookt-d lightly. 


The Jenkins case is now being fur- 


tlifir 
iriMMieaifd. 
The ?!atc depart- 


ment has issued orders to the Ameri- 
can embassy to Mexico City to for- 
ward full particulars as to the report 
made by the Mexican government that 
.Tonkins told conflicting stories before 
the court.
